PRESIDENT AND‘QUOTED’ TALKS 
Executive Responsible Only for Public 
Statements or Those Which He 

: Authorizes. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. rde following 
statement..touching quoted conversations 
dent was made public at the 
White house today: 

“For many years it has been the invaria- 
ble practice never to attempt to quote a pri- 
vate conversation with the president. It has 
been found that as a matter of fact the man 
who quotes such a conversation usually mis- 
Quotes it, whether consciously or uncon- 
scfously, and such an alleged conversation 
ie under no circumstances to be held as call- 
ing for either explanation or denial by the 


president. 
“The president is responsible only for 


what he himself says in public, for what he 


writes, or for what he explicitiy authorises 
the proper government officials to state in 
his behalf.“ 


New York, Nov. 9.—{Speciel.}—Burnett T.

Wolsey, 8. D., Nov. 9.—{Spectal.}—Twelve 
negroes assaulted the Rev. John Phelan, 
Catholic priest of Sibley, Ia., om Milwaukee 
and St. Paul passenger train near here to- 
Gay, firing two shots into his body and in- 
Juris him 0 seriously that he lies in a criti- 
cal condition in a tal at Mitchell. 

After shooting and ing Father Phelan, 
leaving him for dead, the negroes jumped 
from the train and escaped. A posse of citi- 
zens are in pursuit and threaten to shoot 
every member of the negro gang if resist- 
ence is offered to arrest. 

The trouble arose over a card game in 
which the negroes participated. Fighting 
had gone on all morning, the passengers be- 
ing driven from the coach and trainmen 
threatened. Fire arms were displayed. The 
trainmen were powerless, the negroes prac- 
tically having possession of the train. 


Urges Peace, Stricken Down. 
Thinking he could do something to quiet the 
negroes, Father Phelan started inio the 
smoking car, when a negro siruck the priest 
over the head with a revolver. Father 
Phelen fell to the platform, barely saving 
himself from falling between the cars. 
While. prostrate he was kicked in the-face 
and beaten. Struggling to his feet, the priest 
grappled with his aseailant for possession of 
the weapon, when two shots were fired by 
ther negro, the priest being wounded in 


tbe arm and back. 


H. H. Carna, a traveling man, grabbed the 
gun from the negro, and fired at the gang as 
they jumped from the train. Another pas- 
senger opened a car window and fired at the 
negroes. It is believed one or more were 
wounded. 


Negro Assailant Lynched. 

Valdosta, Ga., Nov. 9.—A mob of several 
hundred white citizens from the northern 
part of Madison county, Fla., went to Madi- 
gon, the county seat, last night, and after 
disarming the jailer, secured a negro pris- 
oner charged with assault upon Miss Gramb- 
ling, a young white woman, near Hanson. 


The crowd hanged the negro to a tree and 


riddied his body with bullets. The negro 


had confessed his crime. 


HOTEL COLLAPSE CARRIES 
9 TO DEATH IN CALIFORNIA. 


Five Stories of Building in Process of 
Construction at Long Beach Go Down 
Suddenly—Women Aid Rescue. 


Long Beach, Cal., Nov. 9.—Five stories of 
the central wing of the new Bixby hotel col- 
lapsed suddenly at 9:35 o'clock this morning, 
carrying nine men to death under tons of 
wreckage. Of about 150 artisans and labor- 
ers scattered through the building near 100 
were carried down. 

Seven bodies have been recovered from the 
mass of débrie in the basement. One of the 
injured died late this afternoon at the Long 
Beach hospital. The last two victims were 
found at 8 o'clock this evening, but the rescue 
crews are still at work in the hope of uncov- 
éring the body of another man supposed to 
be buried there. 

Nine injured workmen are » being cared for 
at the hospital, but it is believed that all wil] 
recover. All of the men on the contractor's 
rolls are accounted for except one. 

Company H, Seventh regiment, National 
guard, was called out and lines were thrown 
arourd the building, from which all except 
the fescuers were excluded. 

At the first call for help the women of Long 
Beach began preparing food for the rescuers 
and established commissary tables near the 
building. 

Various causes are assigned for the col- 
lapse. To investigate the disaster a commis- 
sion of architects and engineers was appoint- 
ed. The contractor thinks the footings were 
insecure.

from the embarrassment of expressing views 
Which. will commit him and influence his 
action as a member of the Supreme court. 
Secretary Bonaparte, who is Mr. Moody's 
successor, is a southern man, coming from 
Mdryland, and has more or less knowledge of 
the race question as a result of personal ex- 
perience and observation. The inetructione 
under which Mr. Bonaparte will act will re- 
Quire him to continue the policy of prevent- 
ing peonage and of seeing in all federal cases 
that megroes are given exactly the same 
rights and privileges as whites. 

The war department-does not expect 3 to 
have any difficulty in filling the vacancies 
caused by the dismiseal of the negroes of the 
Twemy-fifth infantry. * There are four regi- 
ments of negroes in service, two cavairy and 
two infantry. It bas been the experience of 
the department that the negroes are only too 
glad to join colors, and thefe always have 


been more applicants than vacancies. Even 


now the department is receiving communi- 
cations from negroes inquiring what qualifi- 
cations are required for enlistment, 

The department is maintaining a high 
standard and proposes to get decent, orderly 
men to take the places of those who have 
disgraced the uniform. It is the confident be- 
lief of department officials that the severe 
lesson given the men of the Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry will cause other negro troops to be 
more careful in the future. 


AUTO WINS BALLOON. RACE. 


President of Aero Club Chases Airship 
in Car in Massachusetts Contest 
and Reaches Finish First. 


North Adams, Mass., Nov. 9—Cortlandt 
Field Bishop, president of the Aero Club of 
America, won the Alan R. Hawley cup in 
the balloon pursult race by automobiles to- 
day, arriving at the point of descent in this 
city with his car not only within the time 
limit fixed by the racing committee, but in 
time to assist in dragging the balloon to the 
ground, Mr. Bishop had a thirty-five horse 
power automobile, and managed to keep 
within sight of the balloon L’Orient prac- 
tically ‘throughout all of the race. Another 
autormobite driven by N. M. Laporteof Pitts- 
field reached the point of descent ten seconds 
after the balloon landed. The distance in an 
air line from Pittsfield to North Adams is a 
little less than nineteen miles, but the auto- 
mobile traveled twenty-seven miles.

* SHOULD KIPLING HAVE DIED? 

Young men at Yale who follow con- 
temporaneous literature received something 
to think about when Prof. William Lyon 
Phelps expressed the conviction that Kip 
ling did not die at the psychological mo- 
ment. Prof. Phelps is grievously disap- 
pointed at the lack of literary development 
in Mr. Kipling and believes that it would 
have been better for his fame had he 
‘succumbed to the serious illness which 
prostrated him ten years ago. This con- 
yiction on the part of Prof. Phelps is put 
forth with all the positivenéss and per- 
sonal assurance befitting a university critic : 
appealing to the impressionable nature of 
young and unformed minds. ä 

The psychological moment of the taking 
off, let us say, of Keats and Shelley and 
the Admirable Crichton wil) be always a 
matter Of unhappy uncertainty to every- 
body save possibly the university in- 
Mructor. If Mr. Kipling had been drowned 
on the way to South Africa or had died 
of pneumonia in New York all of us at 
this moment, including Prof. Phelps, 
would be wailing over the loss to English 
letters. As it is we must put up with Mr. 
Kipling, such as he is, and admire his 
development or deplore his personal re- 
cessional as our tastes and opinions may 
dictate. a 

Happily for the creator of Mulvaney 
and the jungle stories and the rollicking 
ballads of the barrack room there seems 
to be a surprising number of people, at 
least partly intelligent, who do not share 
the earnest convictions of the regretting 
professor at New Haven. It is admitted 
that the Mulvaney and the jungle tales 
could not go on forever; even the wild 
enthusiasm over the Pickwick Papers 
could not assure forty years of continu- 
ous Pickwick. But while Mr. Kipling has 
not as yet followed his early advantage 
with a David Copperfield or a Vanity 
Fair” or an “ Ivanhoe,” and while he may 
not have wholly realized the extravagant 
predictions based on the efforts of his 
brilliant youth, it is not at all established 
in the minds of these partly intelligent 
readers that he should have died when the 
opportunity presented. 

To this large number of people not 
swayed purely by academic criticism is 
given the idea that Kipling is still a most 
interesting personality, who from time to 
time has something to say and says it well. 
One may not entirely agree with his 
political views, and ome does not always 
approve his vigorous opinions, but when 
he breaks forth either in prose or verse 
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pedition. They throw bombs. They kill 
a number of soldiers and civilian gua 
and frequently get off with the treasure.

750,000 DOOMED TO DIE 
IN THE NEXT 12 MONTHS. 


Yale University Urges Creation of 
National Health Department to 
Check Epidemic of Disease. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 9.—[Special. }—In 
the next twelve months 750,000 persone will 
die in the United States whose lives could 
be saved by proper effort. Unless the effort 
is made the lives of 750,000 will be sacrificed. 

Such is the tenor of a bulletin sent out by 
the Yale department of social science todäy. 

Accompanying the bulletin is a plea for the 
establishment of a national department of 
health by Prof. J. P. Norton, head of the 
department. He says: 

“There are four great wastes today, the 
more lamentable because they are unneces- 
sary. They are preventabledeath, preventa- 
hle sickness, preventable conditions of low. 
physical and mental efficiency, and prevent- 
able ignorance. 


o> 
Not a Hand Raised to Save. 


Ot the people living today over 8,000,000 
will die of tuberculosis, and the federal gov- 
ernment does not raise a hand to help them. 

“The department of agriculture spends 
$7,000,000 on plant health and animal health 
every year, but, with the exception of the 
splendid work done by Dre, Wiley, Atwater, 
and Benedict, congress does’ not directly 
appropriate 1 cent for promoting the physical 
well being of babies. Thousands have been 
expended in stamping out cholera among 
swine, ‘but not $1 ware evér voted for 
eradicating pneumonia among human beings. 

“Im fact, the department of agriculture 
has expended during the last ten years over 
$46,000,000. But not a wheel of the official 
machinery at Washington was ever set in 
motion for the alleviation or cure of diseases 
of the heart or kidneys, which will carry off 
over 6,000,000 of our entire population. 
Bight millions wilt perish of pneumonia, and 
the entire event is accepted by the American 
people with a resignation equal to that of the 
Hindoo, who, in the midst of indescribable 
filth, calmly awaits the day of the cholera. 

During the next census period more than 
6,000,000 infants under 2 years of age will end 
their little spans of life while mothers sit by 
and wateh in utter helples#mess. And yet 
this number could probably be decreased by 
as much as one-half. But nothing is done.”

Lady Dorothy Nevill has lived to see many 
changes in the manners and custome of Eng- 
lish society. In her early days it was more 
like a large family than anything else.

TWENTY CASES OF TYPHOID 
REPORTED FROM MONT CLAIR. 


Impure Milk Is. Supposed to Have 
Started Fever Epidemic — Health 
Department Is Investigating. 


* — — 


Typhol fever is raging in Mont Clair and 
the surrounding territory on the northwest 
side. In Mont Clair proper, which has a 
population of 340, there are twenty cases. In 
the family of James McGawn, the father, 
mother, and two children are seriously iil. 

Officials of the health department believe 
that the epidemic is due to impure milk sup- 
plied by one dealer. Two inspectors were 
sent to the neighborhood on Thursday to 
collect samples of milk and water for analy- 
818. 

We dave not completed the tests,“ said 
Dr. J. F. Biehn, but what we have done 
so far indicates that the milk supplied to 
the Mont Clair people is responsible for the 
epidemic. As far as we have been able to 
learn, every one of the families in which 
typhoid has appeared takes milk from one 
milkman. I shall send 
and stop his delivery.”
